Justice Sutherland 
delivered the 


majority opinion of the court.

he delivered his opinion

croxvded court room. He laid special 
stress as he outlined what he con- 
sidered the duties of a citizen. . 


He said that an applicant must be 


willing to support the government in 
time of war as well as in time of 
peace and that a person asking for 
citizenship could not be allowed to 
decide when he would bear arms. 


Characterizing 
war was abomin- 


able, Justice Sutherland said that no 
way had been found of preventing 
it and said that it was necessary for 
the life of a nation that it be given 
the power to call its citizens to its 
defense in time of stress. 


Hughes said the 
naturalization 


oath was the same as the oath of of- 
fice for federal employes and insist- 
ed there had never been any sugges- 
tion that an officeholder 
in taking 


the oath must promise to hear arms.

"We want $250 tonight," the farm- 


er quoted. Kelly as saying, "and we 
will be back here to get it." 


When Kemp and Kelly returned to 


the farm that night, Henry Van 
Camp said, he had raised only $30 
in cash. The officers refused to 
accept a bank certificate for $75, he 
said. 


The next payment was due on 


Tuesday, Van Camp continued, and 
when the brothers failed to appear 
at the jail with the money Kelly 
and Kemp made another visit to the 
farm the following day. 


"I don't believe I'm getting pro- 


tection," Henry Van Camp said he 
told them. "I want to see Giese he- 
fore I pay any more." 


The witness said Kelly warned him 


against speaking to the sheriff. Kel- 
ly said Giese was a dry man, Van 
Camp testified.

the handle of the pumping machine 
and started off as fast as they could 
go through the night, torch boys 
running ahead with blazing flares, 
a great crowd of people following 
behind. Fortunately the fire was near 
one of the wooden water tanks that 
were scattered about town; a line 
of hose was hurriedly stretched and 
several men took their places at the 
handles of the pump. Up and down, 
up and down. Before long they were 
exhausted and others relieved them, 
their faces streaming with sweat in 
the red glare of the 
fire which 


burned on In defiance of their slen- 
der stream of water. 
Soon 
there 


was a scarcity of volunteers for the 
work; every one was tired except a 
carefully dressed 
young 
stranger 


who stood- apart looking on coolly. 


"Hey, you! Catch a hold here!" 
The stranger 
stared 
haughtily 


with a 
disdainful expression as 


much as to say, 


"Soil my hands on a dirty job like 


that? I guess not." 


The nest moment he was rolling 


in the mud, taking a terrific beating 
from one of the exhausted tiremen. 
And then he, -too, took his turn at 
the pump and worked till the fire 
was out. 


Pictures Early.Days 


That is a picture of early days In 


Appleton, as described by the late 
M. F. Barteau, who lived in the city 
from his boyhood in the fifties un 
til his death in the winter of 1929 
He used to tell many such stories 
on sunny afternoons in the summer- 
time to listeners who sat with him 
on the front porch of his home at 
220 S. Morrison-st. 


The frame fire building mentioned 


had been a carpenter shop opposite 
the Lawrence campus, 
above

ravine where Lawe-st

down to the river, and where in 
those days ox teams struggled up 
and down through deep mud, haul- 
'ing heavy loads of wheat and flour 
to and from the mills. That Apple- 
ton, wan not as prosperous as today 
may be judged from the fact that 
this old carpenter shop was acquired 
by the city and used for years as a 
school and public headquarters, then 
moved to the fire department site 
on

where it served as a shelter for the 
hand-drawn and operated fire pump 
until the present building was con- 
structed about thirty-five years ago. 


It was long 
considered 
clever, 


when displaying the new structure 
to tell gullible strangers a 
story 


about the horse's head which orna- 
ments the corner of the 
building. 


The fire horses, moved into their 
new home while the upper story was 
still being finished, were very un- 
easy in the strange surroundings. 
The fire time there %vas a fire one 
of them became terribly frightened, 
broke loose from its stable, scattered 
.the firemen, dashed up the stairs to 
the second, story and stuck its head 
out through the fresh plaster and 
brick at the corner of the room. The 
bricks fell, but the paster held its.

both bonds and of stocks.. The rule 
is the larger the return the greater 
the risk. The 
market sometimes 


overestimates the risk, and asain it 
underestimates it but it ia, in the 
case of securities with an active 
trading interest, as good a measure 
of this risk as we have. 


Especially" in times of business de- 


pression and falling prices for securi- 
ties Is it dangerous to put too much 
emphasis In the yield-. As this is 
written a compilation of leading 
stocks listed on the N. Y. Stock Ex- 
change shows that the oils give the 
largest return and the public utili- 
ties the smallest. Next to the oils 
come the copper stocks and then the 
motor shares and then the steel is- 
sues. 
At the other end of the yard- 


stock the.store stocks rank next to 
the public utilities in giving the buy- 
ers at prevailing prices the lowest 
yield.

outside the plant and non-working 
workers; engineers and foremen not 
found in their places; complete ab- 
sence of control of workers coming to

and 


starting of conveyors; absence of pro- 
per care of equipment; and lack of ac- 
count of material." 


The theory of the Russian five-year 


plan has been to develop in that time 
an industrial state having an efficiency 
comparable to the American which has 
been in process of 
development for 


generations. 


The mechanization of industry has 


replaced human labor, but it has not 
produced a panacea for good manage- 
ment. Individual initiative develops, 
through competition, a managemenl 
which is- efficient and profitable to the 
enterprise under its control. Neither 
has modern manufacturing methods 
made obsolete a skilled corps of me- 
chanics to assist good management in 
maintaining plant efficiency and in in- 
telligently performing mental tasks 
which, in the last analysis, are the con- 
" trolling factors in any successful in- 
'dustrial operation.

The Russians are, discovering that 


an enormous gap exists between con- 
structing a huge and complicated plant 
and learning to operate it efficiently. 
Theory is one thing, but practical re- 
suits-achieved something quite differ- 
ent.'

That is to say we have gone 
forward as well as possible and held 
back, as completely as lay in our pow- 
er, the elements that would have made 
further inroads upon healthful condi- 
tions.

spending has been ordered to save as 
much of the taxpayers' dollar as possi- 
ble.

ITALIAN VIEW OF BED- 


WETTING. 


In the Nov. 1 number of Pediatria, 


a. Naples medical journal, Dr. G. 
Macoiotta observes that 
enuresis 


(bed-wetting) may be an essential 
condition or merely a secondary re- 
sult of some Illness or pathological 
condition of the child. 


He believes that in nearly all 


cases there is an increased excit- 
ability of the nervous system. 


In most of the children he has ob- 


served the bed wetting seemed to 
have for its foundation some famil- 
iar nervous taint, especially alco- 
holism, less frequently epilepsy or 
hysteria. 


Right here I must contribute a 


suggestion, namely, that the indi- 
vidual who insists that his or her 
drinking is his or her own business, 
that he can take it or leave it alone, 
that thoi-e is no harm in a social 
glass, and that it is a matter of per- 
sonal liberty, is utterly selfish and 
has no regard whatever for the wel- 
fare of the race or for those who 
come after him.* There are medical 
records of numerous instances in 
•which epileptic offspring apparently 
owe their heritage to the fact that 
they were conceived when one or 
the other parent was mildly intoxi- 
cated. 


Macciotta noted an Increased gal- 


vanic excitability in many cases of 
bed wetting.

ultraviolet ray treatment for any 
child. 


Yeast is perhaps the richest natu- 


ral source of Vitamin B, the Vita- 
min B is present in egg yolk, fresh 
milk, whole grains, and most fresh 
fruits and fresh vegetables. 


Only a physician can prescribe or 


administer parathyroid- gland hor- 
mone or extract safely in any case.

I remember once 
rescuing a small boy whose ardor 
had caused him to admonish a large 
man about his littering the street. 


"The young monkey. Says to me,

ban-el.' To me. Fine respect you 
teach children when they correct 
their elders. I'll throw my papers 
where I like." 


And one hates to put a child in 


an attitude of criticism toward his 
own people. "My father 
throws 


things out of the window," vloun- 
teered a small boy after the teacher 
had told the class that such actions 
were not considered good citizen- 
ship. "Isn't my father a good citi- 
zen?" 


Of course he was. But he was a 


careless 
citizen and he had some- 


thing else on his mind besides the 
littering of the streets. 
But then 


—and still—aren't we t* have clean 
streets? 
Why should they be lit- 


tered from end to end with whirling 
paper, wads of gum, fruit skins, 
and tin foil? Grownups lia-ve a duty 
to perform to the younger genera- 
tion. They should set a good ex- 
ample to them and lead the crusade 
for clean streets. 
Clean 
streets 


mean better health, better property 
\alues, better living standards. That 
means as much to giownups as to 
children.

DAILY 
TASKS

If you can save tha waistline you 


often save. all. Rsducine that un- 
pleasant bulge across the top of the 
hips can do more to bring back a 
youthful, lithe look than any amouat 
of reducing: anywhere else. 


Settled -waistlines are the price 


too many women pay for a more or 
less easy life. 


You can make your housework 


a pleasant reducing occupation if 
you decide to. Ton can take 10 min- 
utes mornings and evenings and 
•walk a bit instead of ride. You can 
indulge in a course of reducing. AU 
can do the desired thing—-lessen that 
waistline! 


There are some exercises planned 


especially to Umber up that waist- 
line of yours. Five of them are so 
good for you that following: them all 
should mean agility through the cen- 
ter of the body in a short time. 
But, you must combine any exer- 
cises with restraint in the amount 
and kind of food you eat, if you 
want .best results. 


1.—The first and easiest exercise 


for reducing the 
waistline is 
the 


good old one that makes you stand 
with your knees stiff anj try to 
reach the floor with your fingers as 
you bend forward. 


Raise yo.ur hands above your head 


and get a good waistline stretch. 
Then swing your arms down, elbows 
stiff, bend your boJy from the waist 
and touch the floor. Do it 10 times, 
morning and nights. 


2. When you have succeeded in do- 


ing this, try the complicated form 
of the same exercise. Stand with 
feet slightly apart, raise the right 
arm first, bend the body half way 
around to the right side as you do 
so, then, swing the arm over your 
head, forward, bending, and try to 
touch the left toe. Raise the left 
arm and do the same thing, trying 
to touch the right toe with it. 


3. Next, learn to rock from side to 


side on the hips. This limbers up 
the waist. Put you hands on your 
hips, hold your position steady with 
your limbs stiff and try to turn the 
body first to a right angle on the 
right side, then on the left side. 


4. Nest, rotate the body. Stand 


firmly and move only from the hips 
up. H&nds on hips, begin by leaning 
away to the right side, then swing 
the body to the left side, 
leaning 


back from the hips as far. as you 
can, then out to the left side, lean 
forward, swing across the front to 
the right, hip again and repeat. 


5. Lie down on the floor. Turn 


on one side, stretch out your un- 
oer arm until it reaches above your 
head as far as it can. Then liff your 
upper leg and .swing it back and 
forth five times. Turn on your other 
side and repeat.

But they are reading them 
ten times over in our newspapers, 
and they are liable to come to feel 
that the Christian pulpit is the only 
place where the real facts of life 
are not faced, especially if they are 
disagreeable things that need to be 
cured.

enue department reported 26 officers 
and employes killed and 57 wounded.1 


"People who really think, simply 


do not believe the 'wet' propaganda 
that keeps telling us of the good old 
law-abiding days when we had state 
laws and local option laws against 
this curse. These editorials proceed 
on the principle, 'Out of sight, out of 
mind,' and too many of us are fooled 
by them. But the liquor trade in the 
United States always has been law- 
less. It always has vomited cumin- 
ality across the commonwealths. It 
always has conspired 
against any 


government that licensed it or any 
laws that were supposed to control 
it.' 


In Outagamle County 


"Being on the trail of this curse 


let us come nearer home than Mil- 
waukee or Medford. 
In our own. 


county there are now about 100 li- 
censed road houses, so called, most 
of them outside our towns and vil- 
lages, remote from police control 
These facts are 
reported by our 


present sheriff, whose good work 
against them should be supported by 
all honest citizens. 
Except for two 


or three all of them are systematic 
law-breakers Fourteen of them are 
in the town of Grand Chute, almost 
across the load from our city lim- 
its. These road houses 
and dance 


halls could not exist without the sale 
of liquor and the presence of loose 
women. A retired Saloon-keeper of 
the old days reckons that each one 
of them must take in from five to 
ten thousand dollars annually, else 
they would go bankrupt. 
Let our 


tax-payers keep in mind that in sup- 
porting them the citizens 
of this 


county are spending 
every year 


over half a million dollars, enough 
to build our much needed new court 
house. 


"But worse than that 
these road 


houses are regular houses of assig- 
nation where men go with other peo- 
ple's wives, and our young people, of 
high school age and up, continually 
resort. Most of these resorts are dim- 
ly lighted, usually so that frequent- 
ers cannot be recognized 
fiom one 


side of the room to another.

Some Misunderstamtling 


To continue on the subject of pow- 


er,, there..seems to be considerable 
misunderstanding in Wisconsin of 
the import of the recent "New Riv- 
er" decision of the reorganized Fed- 
eral. Power commission..

Under this decision, the Appala- 
chian Electric Power company was 
required to.apply for a regular 'li- 
cense' instead of a "minor part" li- 
: cense for a proposed dam and power 
project on the New river in Virginia. 
:The "minor part" license would- have 
relieved the company from furnish- 
ing'the power commission with re- 
ports on actual cost of construction 
.and so on, and from any possible 
federal rate regulation; The old pow- 
er commission had found the stream 
non-navigable, althougii the federal 
government has spent money im- 
'proving it for navigation, and had 
held that a. "minor part" license 
rcould be issued, although the propbs- 
.ed, power project is a big one. 


.The new commission held that, re- 
gardless of the, question of naviga- 


bility of the river, the proposed pow- 
er project would affect the Interests 
of interstate and foreign commerce, 
and thus would not be developed un- 
der a "minor part" license. 
It has been, said in'Wisconsin that 


this decision will place every little 
river and stream in the state under 
federal control, that Wisconsin itself 
cannot in the future control its powr 
er developments, and so on. Such 
statements are based on two inaccu- 
racies. One is the failure to remem- 
ber that the federal government has 
the right to regulate power rates 
only when the states concerned, do 
not regulate them. Wisconsin pro- 
vides for regulation. 
• The other, inaccuracy results from 
ignorance of another decision of the 
new 
Federal -Power 
commission 


which received little public atten- 
tion. 
Render Decision 


Under this decision, rendered three 


days before the famous New River 
decision was handed down, the com- 
mission found that Spring river. Ark.' 
in the part on which trie Arkansas- 
Missouri Power company wants to 
build two low dams, is not a navig- 
able stream, that the interests of in- 
terstate or foreign commerce will not 
be affected by the dams, that no pub- 
lic lands or reservations will be af- 
fected, and therefore "automatically 
granted permission for the construc- 
tion of the dams upon compliance 
with sta.e^aws.'.' 


. Thus it will be seen that the New 
River decision really set no new pre- 
cedent in the question of federal jur- 
isdiction over power projects. In 
fact, if it had been decided any oth- 
er way, it would have set a prece^- 
dent, and that .was why there was so 
much stir over it. Had the commis- 
sion decided* the other way, -the 
whole : federal water power;:.;act 
would, in effect have been nullified.
